She is surrounded by a number of excited 
journalists, tant of quick results; 
but to all exhortations she replies 
placidly, “Don’t hurry me.” In this 
picture Mr. Punch is unjust to the Irish 
newspapers. They have made, and sre 
making, no attempt to hurry the Conven- 
tion. They have accepted with perfect 
loyalty the regulation which forbids them 
to report or to discuss its daily proceed- 
ings. Indeed, we suspect that, apart from 
all considerations of national interest, 
many of them welcome the present respite 


‘from political controversy, and are far 


more inclined to say Deus nobis haec otia 
fecit than to rage, with Mr. William 
O’Brien, at the Government’s alleged in- 
vasion of the liberties of the Press. We 
have no intention of trying to lift the veil 
or of incurring unknown penalties under 
the Defence of the Realm Act, but certain 
facts about the Convention are now 
obvious. It has sat for some time without 
—as we may presume—coming to blows. 
It has done already a certain amount of 
work. It has appointed a Grand Com- 
mittee, on which are members of all the 
constitutional parties, and has adopted 
rules of procedure. The attendance at its 
meetings continues to be large and 
regular, from which fact we may. conclude 
that all the delegates are still on speaking 
terms. Keeping still within the four 
corners of the Convention’s own official 
communiqués, we may call attention to the 
fact that some days ago it began to c'n- 
sider “draft schemes based upon the 
Dominion principle of self-government.” 
The communiqué which we print to-day 
shows that these schemes have now been 
discussed at three conseciive sittings of 
the Convention. From these facts we 
shall draw only one deduction—that up to 
the present the Convention's proceedings 
have been so peaceful as not to require 
the interference of the stalwart constables 
whom a prudent Executive has posted: 
within earshot of the Regent House, 
There is here, of course, no great ground 
for optimism : it is possible that the Con- 
vention has not yet reached the critical 
stage of its discussions. Particular de- 
ductions from the fact that it is still 
sitting would be not only illegal, but 
foolish. We are entitled, however, to say 
that nothing which has appeared in the 
Convention’s communignés need discourage 
Mr. Holman’s hopes for its success. 

Mr. Holman brought us one message 
yesterday which alone justifies his visit ; 
we wish that he could find time to repeat 
it in every quarter of Ireland. It was in 
effect, if not in intention, an appeal to 
those infatuated Irishmen who are now 
urging their fellow-countrymen to red ruin 
and the breaking-up of laws. In their in- 
sane hatred of England they are degrad- 
ing their country in the eyes of the whole

what singular contribution to the literature 
of the war. Dr. Graham says that his 
“growing conviction is that we are deve- 
loping a wrong type of civilisation, and 
that this fact bears vitally on insanity 
and on war.” Having referred to “our 
‘animal ancestry,” he tells us that in the 
familiar phenomena of dreams we have 
“a clue to the malign energy which im 
war engulphs the whole structure of cul- 
tured life in pre-historic barbarism,” in- 
asmuch as “down in the depths of the un- 
conscious are the very same desires that 
actuated neolithic man.” . The genius of 
Shakespeare has given us, in “ Richard 
ITI.,” a thrilling scene on the eve of Bos- 
worth Field, where the sleep of the evil- 
living king was broken by visions of his 
past misdeeds. That such dreams may 
now be haunting the bed-chamber of the 
ill-starred German Emperor is quite 
within the bounds of possibility ; but that 
the development of “a wrong type of 
civilisation ” in the German Empire may 
have had much to do with the origin of 
the war is more likely to be conceded than 
that it arose from any sudden impulse 
of insanity. German militarism is not a 
matter of to-day or yesterday, and at the 
outbreak of hostilities its perfected machi- 
nery did not bear any evidences other than 
those ef prolonged and cold-blooded pre- 
paration for aggression upon peaceful 
neighbours. Dr. Graham quotes a letter 
from a British private who had been fight- 
ing at Loos as showing how a normal man 
“suddenly loses all the restraints of civil. 
ised life under the pressure of the fighting 
impulse.” According to the British pri- 
vate himself, however, he “was carried 
along by an overwhelming impulse to get 
at the enemy and avenge his chum,” which 
seems to supply a somewhat more elevated 
uppulse than that which would have 
animated “our animal ancestors” in their 
pre-historic. combats. While war—and 
pre-eminently the present war—as a cause 
of insanity is a perfectly legitimate sub- 
ject for discussion in the report of a 
medical officer of a lunatic asylum, Dr. 
Graham's obiter dicta will not commend 
themselves to everybody. :

I expect that it is the steadily increasing 
pressure of the Allies, and not any sudden 
change of heart, that has led to Herr 
Kuhlmann’s assertion that might is not 
always right, and that justice also counts. 
It is a pity from the German point of 
view, ana a mercy from ours, that. the 
German Government. did not make this 
discovery a few months earlier, before the 
greatest of the then neutrals came in. This 
belated bid for the support of the few 
remaining neutrals is, perhaps, the best 
indication of its consciousness that the 
sands are running out. 

Further evidence: of the parlous con- 
dition in which Germany finds herself 
after three years of war is contained in 
the extraordinary speech addressed by the 
new Chancellor to the Reichstag. The 
bombastic telegram which he read, from 
Von Hindenburg, describing Germany s 
success on sea and land, can hardly have 
carried much conviction to the members, 
who may well have asked how, if Germany 
was so triumphant, the Entente Powers 
still showed no desire to consider terms of 
peace. 

As for the ancient history regarding the 
war aims of the Entente, it was probably 
recalled for the purpose of confirming the 


feeble knees of Germany's Allies; but 


even they can hardly be blind to the fact 
that the Russian Revolution has largely 
altered the situation, particularly as re- 
gards Constantinople. All the same, the 
Chancellor’s misleading statement renders 
it all the more desirable that the Entente 
Powers should formulate and declare as 
quickly as possible what are their present 
war aims. Their publication will do Ger- 
many no good.

“We are sorry that the Premier of New 
South Wales was unable to spend more 
than a sitigle day in Dublin. 
Irishmen would have rejoiced to be better 
acquainted with i leader of that .great 
Australian democracy which is playing a 
noble part in the war. In his speech yes- 
terday at the Gresham Hotel Mr. Holman 
set an example which may be com- 
mended to other distinguished visitors to 
our shores.

A suggestion h:s been made that “ prac- 
tical politics” should be ingluded in th 
higher branches of school education. The 
reference particularly is to newspapers— 
whether ordinary news sheets of repute 
should be open pages to boys and girls, 
or whether the old-fashioned prejudices 
should prevail. It is obvious that, if the 
respectable newspaper is banned, a 
premium is put on the surreptitious pur- 
chase of less desirable publications. The 
objections heretofore have been against 
the records of crime and the Divorce Court. 
A great alteration has been made, how- 
ever, by the best newspapersin the United 
Kingdom in this respect. Newspapers 
have so far been accepted as a medium 
of popular education that in some self- 
governing States there was for many years 
free postage for both daily and weekly 
papers. They reached remote districts 
where libraries and book-stalls were non- 
existent, and were passed from reader to 
reader of all ages, much as a book changes 
hands on a long sea voyage. Just now 
there is an almost insatiable interest in 
the war, and the newspaper preaches 
every day a sermon of true Imperialism, 
as represented by the efforts of the British 
Empire. The history of our times is im- 
pressed on our boys and girls, and their 
memory will serve in future years to 
inform others. In this connéction very 
modern history is somewhat neglected.
